HOSPITAL  BCOIfOMnS 


It  Is  gratifying  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Boyal  Jnbllae  Hospital, 

that  the  Institution  ha.s  a  balanced  budget  This 
has  been  accomplished  through  an  enlarged 
grant  from  the  city  and  by  reducing  the  staff  to 
a  minimum  and  practising  rigid  economy  in  ad 
atinlstratlon.  The  average  cost  of  each  patient 
par  diem  has  been  slightly  redttoed.  At  the  same 
time  a  number  of  building  Improvements  hnve 
given  Increased  and  better  accommodation  in  the 
tubercular,  surgical  and  medical  wards.  Sick 
children  are  more  happily  housed  and  culinary 
and  heating  arrangements  are  more  efficient. 

The  superintendent's  report  calls  attention  to 
the  skilled  service  that  the  Jubilee  Hospital, 
along  with  all  other  modem  hospitals,  provides 
In  Its  radiological  and  laboratory  departments. 
X-ray  examination  is  ni^w  considered  necessary 
for  accurate  diagnosis.  Nearly  6,500  such  exam- 
inations were  made  last  year  at  the  Jubilee.  Bio- 
logical cheml.stry  places  another  valuable  order 
of  facts  at  the  disposal  of  the  local  physicians 
through  the  laboratory,  which  last  year  made 
nearly  19,000  examinations.  From  these  two 
aources  soma  of  the  best  in  modem  medical 
science  Is  commandeered  for  the  benefit  of  the 
patlenhs.  one-third  of  whom,  be  it  noted,  are 
given  this  service  through  the  aid  of  prOTlaalal 
and  municipal  grants. 

Little  arlverti.sed  and  ve;  known  is  the 

service  that  the  Jubilee  Hospital  gives  to  Oreater 
Victoria  and  the  Island  through  the  Provlnelal 
Board  of  Health  by  •  '  of  its  laboratory  de- 
partment. Signs  of  possible  Infectious  diseases 
are  put  under  the  hospital  microscopes  Ramples 
of  water  and  t  in  Ik  are  sent  In  fo  -  v  iinatlon. 
Ihe  quality  of  water  hi  a  disused  well,  for  «xam- 
ple.  Is  tested.  Vaccines  and  antl-toxlns  are  sent 
out  free  on  call.  Public  health  oflfcers  and  the 
hospital  authorities  work  In  closest  co-operation 
and  keep  a  vigilant  watch  atraln»t  the  unseen 
devastators  of  the  hum  ni 
Inence  should  be  given  to  Uie  hi  .  ly  vital 
part  in  that  safeguarding  of  public  j  •  .lith  which 
BOW  engagea  tho  atUntiop  of  psWIi  mhHiJ 
eommunltles.
